LEAVING SUNDAY

HANOI, Indochina, Oct. 8 (AP) 
—The French have evacuated 
all American military aid equip- 
ment from Hanoi, which is to be 
turned over to the Communist- 
led Vietminh Sunday, United 
States Lt. Col. James Murray re- 
ported last night. 

Murray, who has been here 
two months as Maj. Gen. John 
W. O’Daniel’s representative for 
aid removal and refugee trans- 
portation, leaves for Haiphong 
on the coast tonight. He took a 
group of American aid officials 
on an inspection tour of the sub-, 
depots where aid materiel had 
been stored during the last 
phases of the seven and one-half 
year Indochina war. All they 
found was a quantity of asphalt 
and steel airport matting which 
could not be removed because 
it is part of the Bacmai and 
Gialam airports here. 

The United States started giv- 
ing military aid on a large scale 
to the French and Viet Namese 
in 1951. American Congressmen 
have expressed concern lest any 
of it fall into Communist hands. 

Actually, only 10 per cent of 
all Indochina aid ever was stored 
in the north. The bulk of this’ 
was in sub-depots at Haiphong, 
which remains in French hands 
until May under the truce agree- 
ment. 

Despite all these precautions, 
millions of dollars worth of 
equipment did pass over to the 
Vietminh. But it was through 
battle. The French defeat at 
Dien Bien Phu yielded enough 
American materiel to outfit at 
least 15 Communist battalions.

Passage of the bill is a prere- 
quisite to application by the 
City’s Land Clearance for Re- 
development Authority for fed- 
eral funds to make studies for 
reconstruction and_ rehabilita- 
tion of the area. 


The 330-acre site is bounded 
roughly by Olive street and Lin- 
dell boulevard on the north, 
Grand boulevard on the west, 
Twentieth street on the east and 
the Mill Creek railroad yards on 
the south. The area has already 
been declared blighted by the 
Land Clearance agency and the 
City Plan Commission. 

Redevelopment Planned. 

The city proposes to redevelop 
the area for commercial and in- 
dustrial uses, after relocating 
present occupants. The new bill 
was introduced by Alderman 
Louis G. Berra, Democrat and 
majoritv floor leader. 

A bill that would require a 
permit for installation of» air- 
conditioning and refrigeration 
equipment which uses water for 
cooling purposes was introduced 
by Alderman Mel Krah, Tenth 
ward Republican. 

The bill also would require 
a special water meter for such 
units and the use of evaporative 
condensers, cooling towers or 
other water-conserving equip- 
ment restricting the use of wa- 
ter to not more than six gallons 
each hour per horsepower. 

An inspection fee of $2 for 
equipment of not more than 
five horsepower and 50 cents 
additional for each additional 
horsepower also is provided in 
the bill. 

Alderman William Brady, 
Twenty-sixth ward Democrat, in- 
troduced a bill that would in- 
crease the minimum fine for 
turning in a false fire alarm to 
$10 from $5. 


BURGLARY CHARGE AGAINST

A charge of burglary against 
Charles Berns of the 7400 block

The charge grew out of an at- 
tempted stafe burglary July 8 
at the Glazer Drug Store, 7645 
Wydown boulevard, Clayton, in 
which police surprised two burg- 
lars, killing one and capturing 
the other.

Stassen Says Asia Will 
Receive More Help 
Despite Over-All 
Fund Cut. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 8 (UP)—Part 
of the United States foreign aid 
money originally earmarked for 
military aid to Indochina will go 


into the Colombo plan for eco- 
nomic aid to Southeast Asia, 
United States foreign operations 
director Harold Stassen said 
today. 

Stassen announced at the 
Colombo consultative committee 
meeting here that the United 
States intended to “devote a 
portion of the savings which 
arise from the ending of the 
Indochina war to the projects 
within the Colombo plan.” 

He told a press conference it 
was too early to estimate how 
much additional aid to Asia the 
Indochinese savings would 
mean. 

Stassen went before the com- 
mittee also to explain the work- 
ings of the new United States 
surplus farm products disposal 
program. 

The United States will urge 
Asian countries to integrate the 
United States surplus commodi- 
ty offerings into their Colombo 
plan development. Under the 
United States act, the local cur- 
rency paid for the products 
could be retained in the pur- 
chase country. Either direct 
grants or long-term loans could 
ibe negotiated to provide the 
| Asian countries with capital for 
i Colombo plan counterpart funds 
iThis would provide additional 
} investment capital for the am- 
bitious scheme for raising living 
| standards in Asia, officials said.

NASH-HUDSON PRESIDENT 
GEORGE W. MASON DIES 


DETROIT, | Oct. 8 (AP)— 
George W. Mason, president and 
chairman of the board of Amer- 
ican Motors Corp., died today 
at Harper Hospital following a 
brief illness. The nature of the 
illness was not disclosed. 


Mason, identified with the 
automobile industry since 1913, 
became head of American Mo- 
tors (Nash and Hudson) on its 
organization early this year. 
“When Walter P. Chrysler 
formed Chrysler Corp. in 1924, 
Mason became its works man- 
ager. He left Chrysler in 1926 
to become vice president of 
Copeland Products, a household 
refrigerator manufacturer. 

Later he was named president 
of Kelvinator Corp., and when 
that company was merged with 
Nash in 1936 Mason was made 
president of the consolidated 
companies, with Charles W. Nash 
as board chairman. . When Nash 
died in 1948 Mason also became 
board chairman.

Will Urge Patience. 

Nehru will also urge patience 
over Formosa and explain that 
if the Chinese follow his rec- 
ommendations they have a bet- 
ter chance of getting their way 
eventually without running the 
risk of war. 

He is fully aware that the 
Chinese leaders are orthodox 
Communists, brought up in the 
tradition of spreading the revo- 
lution and adverse to the idea 
of abandoning ideological war- 
fare. Nevertheless, he considers 
them less dogmatic than Euro- 
pean Communists and thinks 
that as a fellow Asian he has 
some hope of at least partial 
success. 

Nehru is normally reluctant 
to put any diplomatic pressure 
on Peiping, it is understood, be- 
cause he believes the Chinese 
Communists are all too ready 
to assume everyone is against 
them and thus become “more 
aggressive in self-defense.” Nev- 
ertheless, the Indian Premier 
has decided to take this risk 
because of what he thinks is 
an increasing possibility of war. 

U.S. Involvement. 

It is learned that Nehru feels 
that the Quemoy conflict shows 
that either Chiang Kai-shek or 
Syngman Rhee might involve 
their American Allies in a fight 
against the Communist bloc. 

Other countries bound .to the 
United States by treaties would 
then be drawn into the conflict, 
which might reach India’s door- 
step, since Pakistan is a signa- 
tory of the Manila pact.

British Commonwealth diplo- 
mats in New Delhi were instru- 
mental in bringing about‘ this 
development. But so were the 
continuing subversive Commu- 
nist activities in Burma, and the 
reported statement by the Indo- 
nesian Premier in New Delhi 
that the continued allegiance to 
Peiping of the 2,000,000 Chinese 
in his country militated against 
friendship with China.

A Witness’s Report 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

On Sept. 27 I appeared as a wit- 
ness before the Senate subcommittee 
on Internal Security headed by Sena- 
tor William E. Jenner (Rep.) Indiana. 


From my point of view the hear- 
ing was far from satisfactory. Not 
only did I not receive an opportunity 
to tell my story but I was continuous- 
ly interrupted and practically forced 
to give flat “yes” or “no” answers to 
all questions no matter how involved 
or complex they might be. 


The committee operated on_ the 
blanket assumption that my Views 
were not only wrong but treasonable 

‘ and endeavored to establish that my 
holding and expressing such views 
made me at least partially responsi- 
ble for everything that has gone 
wrong in Asia in recent years, such 
as the “loss” of China, the Korean 
war, death of American prisoners, 
and so on.

Finally, the committee alleged that 
I must be a Communist, a foreign 
agent and @ generally disreputable 
character. Senator Jenner even re- 
fused me the courtesy of reading be- 
fore his committee a brief statement 
of my views. 

Senator Jenner is reported in the 
press to have asked the Department 
of Justice “to press a treason charge” 
against me. He is also reported to 
have said that if there were no law 
under which I could be punished his 
committee would “see that there are 
such laws.”’ 

Senator Jenner is further quoted 
as having taken exception to my dis- 
cussing my side of thé story with a 
group of news men in a lounge of the 
Nationa] Press Club following the 
hearing, declaring himself “shocked 
beyond words” to learn that I had 
been permitted to have this talk.

It seems to me that the Senator has 
finally stated his objective, which is 
to silence me because my views on 
China and on our China policy do not 
coincide with those put forth by the 
“China Lébby,” with whose opinions 
Senator Jenner usually agrees. 


Thus, I consider as misleading Sen- 
ator Jenner’s claim that I was not 
prepared to co-operate with his com- 
mittee. While I could hardly be ex- 
pected to co-operate in assassinating 
my own character, I am still anxious 
to state my views and would be pre- 
pared to do so if given the chance. 


I have great confidence in the 
American people’s ability to arrive at 
a reasonable solution of the many 
problems facing our country—of 
which the “China question” is one of 
the most pressing—provided they 
have an opportunity to hear the full 
facts. I therefore extend to Senator 


Jenner an offer to discuss the whole ~ 


subject of China with me in any pub

Two Kinds of Income 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial of Sunday, Oct. 3, 
“Facts to Be Faced” makes a com- 
parison of two totals on personal in- 
come. The point it makes would be 
fine if the figures you compare 
were comparable, but they are not. 

What you do first is take Secre- 
tary Weeks’s statement that person- 
al income “should total 253 billion 
dollars this year,” and compare this 
unfavorably with the “284 billion dol- 
lar rate at which personal income 
was running at the outset of 1954.” 

What you neglect to bring out, 
however, is that the 253 billion 
dollars that Secretary Weeks was 
talking about is personal income 
after federal income taxes, common- 
ly referred to as disposable income. 
The 284 billion dollars which you 
compare with the 253 billion dollars 
is personal income before federal in- 
come taxes. The fact is that personal 
income before taxes is running to- 
day at 284 billion dollars, as it was 
at the outset of 1954.

The card which Russia’s Foreign Minister 
Molotov has just played in the desperate game 
of Europe can hardly be considered a surprise. 

Ever since the end of the war, the Soviet 
Union has had power to grant or withhold 
unification of Germany. Whenever West Ger- 
many came close to joining Western Europe's 
security system, the Russians have made vague 
noises about unification as an alternative. 

Now that the London pact has brought West- 
ern Europe to the verge of what seems to be 
the best opportunity yet for an effective secur- 
ity system including West Germany, it was only 
to be expected that the Soviet Union should step 
up its unification talk in an effort to block 
ratification. 

There is so much historical logic in German 
reunification that in appearing to sponsor it 
the Russians are playing a strong card indeed. 
Up to now, however, their maneuver has been 
strictly one of appearance rather than reality. 

As the Germans and everybody else could have 
seen, talk of reunification always ceased on the 
other side of the Iron Curtain whenever the 
possibility of German participation in the West- 
ern security system hit a snag. And even when 
the talk was loudest, the Russians avoided firm 
commitments on free elections or any other 
practical problem of reunification. 

Their aim has been to seem to favor a German 
union, but to avoid action leading toward it. 
They have, indeed, selfish reasons for opposing 
it. A unified and independent Germany would 
open Poland to strong attractions from the West 
and perhaps endanger the whole Soviet satel- 
lite system in Eastern Europe. 

So, in the absence of proof to the contrary, 
the West must conclude that, while unification 
of Germany is desirable, the Soviet gestures 
toward it are still spurious and must not be 
allowed to delay any further the establishment 
of a security system including West Germany. 
That seems to be firmly agreed on in Washing- 
ton, London and Paris. So too Chancellor 
Adenauer and most of his supporters reject the 
Soviet bait. 

There is a chance that the lure of unification 
may weaken Adenauer’s political position. The 
German Socialists, as always, favor negotiations 
with East Germany and Russia at the expense 
of the Western alliance. Enough other Germans 
oppose their own country’s rearmament to cause 
wavering among at least some Free Democrats, 
whose support is essential to the Adenauer coali- 
tion. But so far Adenauer seems to speak for a 
substantial majority of West Germans, as indi- 
cated by the first informal vote in the Bundestag 
Thursday on the London pact. This show of 
hands overwhelmingly backed Adenauer. 

As for the other members of the Atlantic 
community, their course is clear. They must 
proceed with all speed to perfect the security 
system agreed on at London. The alternative? In 
Anthony Eden’s measured words of warning, 
no other way is open “of creating a system into 
which Germany could be fitted to the mutual 
benefit of all concerned.” 
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Phenix City Goes Into Action 

The first trial of a gambler resulting from 
the wholesale vice cleanup that began in Phenix 
City, Ala., last June has resulted in a conviction 
and life sentence. The defendant, E. L. Cook, 
a night club and gambling joint owner who 
fatally shot one man and wounded two others 
in his honky-tonk four years ago, had offered 
a self-defense plea backed by several former 
employes and three ex-convicts. A grand jury 
had refused to indict him immediately after the 
shooting but the investigation was reopened by 
state authorities during the current campaign 
under supervision of Gov. Persons to eliminate 
the vice lords and racketeers of Phenix City. 
Although the slayer of Albert L. Patterson, 
who was elected attorney general just before 
his death, has not yet been apprehended, the 
conviction of Cook is a good indication that 
Phenix City is going to be cleared of its stigma 
as the modern Sodom and Gomorrah of Alabama.

Overstaffed With Staff Studies 

When the Army needs some information or 
runs out of something to do, a staff study is 
usually ordered. A lot of them are ground out. 
Sorhetimes several staffs are working on the 
same situation or problem at the same time. 

Maj. Rerthold Altmann, after investigation, 
has concluded that the Army is overstaffed on 
staff studies. He believes that establishment of 
a central filing system for staff studies would 
save $5,000,000 annually by avoiding duplication 
of existing studies and also would give the 
Army ready access to a study at the moment it 
was needed. 

A lot of G.l.s who operated machineguns 
instead of typewriters and a lot of officers who 
made overlays on field maps spread out in a 
shellhole instead of piling’ up paper work in 
an office pigeonhole will cheer Maj. Altmann’s 
suggestion. , This is no time for the Army to 
tolerate commanding officers who allow them- 
selves to be ‘surrounded by a surplus of persons 
trying to justify their existence by piling up 
paperwork. 
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Economics Lesson Continued 

The Chicago Tfibune has.a new editorial-page 
feature entitled “The Other Side,” in which it 
reprints editorials from other newspapers. Re- 
cently it reprinted an editorial from the Post- 
Dispatch entitled “Economics Lesson.” The 
Tribune took this occasion to print an editorial 
of its own, also entitled “Economics Lesson.” 
It accurately pointed out that the Post-Dispatch 
had referred to a report “that the White House 
bill for electricity would be lower if. the service 
had been supplied by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority instead of by a private power com- 
pany.” 

“The report no doubt is correct,” said the 
Tribune. “What the report fails to explain is 
that the TVA price advantage would vanish im- 
mediately if the TVA had to pay interest on its 
appropriations from Congress and had to pay 
taxes like those imposed upon private power 
companies by the federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments.” 

TVA has paid the United States Treasury, 
during the two decades it has been in existence, 
a return averaging more than 4 per cent annu- 
ally on that part of its investment allocated to 
power facilities. This 4 per cent could be called 
interest, or profit, or net, or return, according to 
each taxpayer’s own semantic preference. Some 
of it is paid into the Treasury’s general fund and 
some is plowed back into income-producing 
property which the Treasury owns and from 
which the Treasury receives still further re- 
turns (or profits, or rest, or net). 

In 1937, when the Tennessee Valley was still 
largely served by private utilities, those power 
companies plus TVA plus the municipal and 
co-operative distributors of TVA power paid a 
total of $3,400,000 in taxes and in liew of taxes 
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to state and local governments. In 1953 TVA’ 
and the distributors of TVA power paid a total 
of $8,600,000 to state and local governments in 
lieu of taxes. 

While a return of 4 per cent was being paid 
to the Federal Treasury and payments to state 
and local governments were being more than 
doubled, the TVA price advantage—far from 
vanishing—saved $60,000,000 last year alone for 
1,300,000 consumers, more than four times as 
many consumers of electricity as there were in 
the Tennessee Valley when TVA began. 
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Waiting for Mr. Carpenter 
In deference to Comptroller Milton Carpenter, 


the three-member“Board of Estimate has delayed - 


for a week action on two appropriation meas- 
ures to implement the fluoridation bill. Mr. 
Carpenter said he needed the time to read up 
on a report by medical and dental authorities. 

A week's delay in disposing of this matter 
will not be fatal, of course! Even so, it is a de- 
lay. Fluoridation has been hanging fire in St. 
Louis for the greater part of the last three 
years, and that has been delay enough. Presum- 
ably most public officials concerned with the 
subject have had plenty of time to find out 
what it is all about. 

In any event, Mr. Carpenter need look no 
further than the report of Mayor Tucker’s com- 
mittee on fluoridation. That group, composed 
of some of St. Louis’s leading physicians and 
dentists, reported without qualification that 
fluoridation was a safe and effective public 
health measure for attacking dental decay in 
children. They also recommended it be made 
a reality here as quickly as possible. There is 
no practical alternative to fluoridation. 

That was enough for Mayor Tucker and for 
the Board of Aldermen, and it should be enough 
for Comptroller Carpenter as well. He should 
remember that because of the political com- 
plexion of the City Administration and the Board 
of Aldermen, this is a Democratic party re- 
sponsibility. Mr. Carpenter will do both his 
party and his city a service by acting affirma- 
tively in this important matter within the week. 
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The Wonder of Our Bridge 


St. Louis’s Eads Bridge is one of the nomli- 
nations which members of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers have sent in to their organiza- 
tion in an effort to select the seven engineering 
wonders of the modern world. And no wonder. 
As St. Louisans are proud to point out, the 
arches of Eads bridge were of 200 feet greater 
span than the longest in Europe when they 
were built; steel was used several years before 
its use was permitted in England; and a world 
record for depth of caisson work which stood 
for many years was set at 103 feet. 

Twenty-seven of the country’s leading civil 
engineers had, in fact, pronounced the whole 
project unsound. The worlds of nature and fi- 
nance almost seemed to be collaborating in 
proving the 27 doubters right. Floods struck, 
and ice storms, and a tornado that lifted a 25-ton 
locomotive engine off its tracks and hurled it 
to the ground. ; 

When the closing of a half-million-dollar loan 
in London depended upon closing the first arch 
of the bridge by a certain date, and the gap for 
the last tube was found to be 2% inches too 
small, the builders packed 60 tons of ice around 
the steelwork to contract it and open the gap, 
but after 65 hours’ continuous work the last 
5 of an inch still defied them; whereupon 
shorter, adjustable tubes prepared for an 
emergency were used and the loan was saved. 

Eighty years later, the bridge Capt. James 
Buchanan Eads built is still something for engi- 
neers to marvel at—and St. Louisans to be 
thankful for. Many bridges have been builein 
those years, bridges of great beauty and great 
courage and great imagination and great use- 
fulness; but Eads remains proudly and deserv- 
edly one of the great bridges of the world. 
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Where Lincoln Made Laws 

Not many communities can boast that they 
are state’ capitals and fewer still are former 
state capitals. One town that was a state capi- 
tal for almost two decades—1820 to 1839—is 
Vandalia, Ill., for a time the western terminus 
of the historic Old National Road. It was in 
Vandalia that Abraham Lincoln served as a 
legislator and there he met his political foeman 
of the future, Stephen A. Douglas. 

Under the impetus of Joseph C. Burtschi, a 
series of handsome bronze markers have been 
placed about the statehouse square and on 
adjacent streets in Vandalia to mark its many 
historic sites. These include the sites of first 
and second state capitols after removal of the 
seat of Illinois government from Kaskaskia. 
They include the site of the church built on 
state-donated land for the use of all denomina- 
tions, the Sign of the Green Tree tavern, the 
public printery where the laws of the United 
States were published as well as the pioneer 
newspaper, the Illinois Intelligencer. 

Vandalia has done itself a good turn by 
bringing its past to life and many members of 
the Illinois State Historical Society, who are 
meeting there this weekend, will consider what 
may be done along the same line in their own 
communities. This enterprise in Vandalia in 
relating past, present and future, commends 
itself to cities and towns generally in Illinois 
and Missouri for the history of the great Mid- 
dle West is everywhere.

(UP)—A collection of the papers 
of United States Secretary of 
State John Hay, associate of 
presidents from Lincoln to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, has been given 
to Brown University. 

The university library, which 
is named after Hay, announced 
today it has received the collec- 
tion from his family. Hay was 
graduated from Brown in 1858. 

The papers—especially Hay's 


diaries and note books written 
while he was Lincoln's secre- 
tary—are a major source for all 
histories of the Civil War.

HREE years is, in general, a calmer age than two-and- 
T a-half. In general, the 3-year-old seems to take life 

more easily than he did when he was younger. Things 
go more smoothly for him, and for those about him. 

We wish that we could go on with this success story, 
but, alas, things often seem to take a turn for the worse 
when the child reaches four years of age. Docility then, 
in many, gives way to demandingness. Conformity is sup- 
planted by out-of-bounds rebelliousness. Reasonable mod- 
esty turns into aggressive boasting. 

“I’m bigger”... “I'm stronger”... “I have more toys 
at home than you have,” boasts the 4-year-old. 


x *« * 
A TERRIBLE TOUGHNESS COMES OVER HIM. He 


swaggers and swears as well as boasts. In fact, the lan- © 


guage used by many a 4-year-old not infrequently arouses 
despair in his mother, amazement in his father. “Where— 
did he ever pick up such language?” asks father, jp concern. 

May we offer a warning? Four in all probability did 
not pick it up from that bad little boy next door. It is, 
of course, conceivable that your child did pick up his newly 
acquired profanity from some friend or acquaintance. It is 
equally likely, however, that the friend or acquaintance 
picked it up from him. 

Because, more often than not, profanity and vulgar 
language seem merely to be part of the total expansiveness 
of four. 

Four typically goes beyond any customary limits which 
his parents, or society set for him. His language is un- 
printable. His boasting is impolite. Home and yard often 
cannot hold him—he runs away. Silly, boisterous laughter 
alternates with loud despairing crying. He goes too far im 
every direction.

WHAT YOU DO ABOUT any of these out-of-bounds 
manifestations is, of course, up to you as a parent. You 
know what kind of discipline works best with your child. 

But your anger, shock or despair at the way your own 
4-year-old behaves may be somewhat lessened if you keep 
in mind that much of his current badness is in all prob- 
ability merely typical of his age. Growth here, as so often 
takes place unevenly. And, in order to become independen 
and secure and to stand on his own feet, the child seems 
to need now and then to go too far in this matter of bold- 
ness. 

He seems to need, on occasion, to go through stages 
where he appears to feel too sure of himself, in order even- 
tually to end up just reasonably secure. 

So, try not to worry or punish too much if your 4-year- 
old temporarily seems to feel a little too bold and brash.

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Child Needs 
More Sleep 
Than Adult

HILDREN need more sleep 
than adults. Although all 
grown people do not need the 
same amount of sleep—a few 
seeming to feel well on aston- 
ishingly little—the same cannot 
be said for children. 


Children are not just young 
or miniature adults. In many 
ways, they are entirely different 
creatures, Parents should shoul- 
der the responsibility of their 
children’s sleeping enough. 


Except for babies and infants, 
it seems that children detest 
bedtime. The range of excuses 
which they can concoct to delay 
going to bed or turning out the 
light is almost fantastic. Al- 
though their activity during the 
evening may have seemed aim- 
less, when bedtime approaches 
it becomes highly important to 
them. A child mutters, “Just a 
little longer, Daddy” or, “O. K., 
in a minute—as soon as I finish 
this.” This can go on for a large 
number of minutes. 


* o . 


THEN THERE is the demand 
for a bedtime story by younger 
children followed by an invaria- 
ble request for a glass of water. 
A trip to the bathroom becomes 
necessary. Then a favorite toy 
must be found — usually one 
whose location is not known. 
By now, thirst has again arisen 
requiring more water. Even the 
bedtime prayer can be stretched 


, and extended beyond all reason- 


able scope in an effort to delay 
departure of Mommy or Daddy 
for the night. 

Television has added another 
bedtime hazard. Unless the chil- 
dren are strictly disciplined to 
one bedtime hour, a long and 
interesting teledrama may be- 
gin just before the child’s bed- 
time and carry him almost an 
hour beyond it. 


The effects of too little sleep 
on children are not always ob- 
viously related to late hours. 
The tired child may not yawn 
or appear sleepy. Too little sleep 
often means a nervous, keyed- 
up and irritable child. More fre- 
quently than is realized, irrita- 
bility and even tantrums arise 
from fatigue. 


. * * 


SOME MOTHERS drag their 
young children through stores 
while shopping without realiz- 
ing how wearing it is for the 
tot’s short legs to keep up with 
the longer adult ones. The dis- 
traught and tired mother jerks 
and yanks the child along in an 
altogether distressing manner. 
She doesn’t seem to realize the 
whining and crying are signs of 
child fatigue. 


The younger the child, the 
more sleep neéded. Nature 
takes care of this in babies. 
They sleep the clock around ex- 
cept when hungry, uncomforta- 
ble, sick or during brief play 
periods. School-age children 
through the ninth grade need 
10 to 12 hours sleep in each 24 
hours. Teen-agers up to 18 
years need 8 to 10 hours sleep, 


A child who is healthy, happy, 
and rested is probably getting 
the right amount of sleep. The 
best rules for sleeping, as for 
everything else, are flexible— 
rules that can be broken for 
special events. 


There is a surprising differ- 
ence between the personality of 
a rested child or adult and one

Stewing was a very practical 
treatment for meat that needed 
long cooking to become tender. 


Undoubtedly the process began 

as soon as a water-proof utensil 

had been provided by the in- 

genuity of primitive man. 

Through the years there have 

been interesting additions in the 

form of vegetables and seasos- 

ing. According to these, meat 

stew may be known as “French,” 
“Italian,” “New England,” “West!

Concrete Floors s 


N SUMMER one doesn’t mind 
in the least a damp and cool 
floor for there is nothing like 
coming in off a hot pavement, 
taking off your socks and shoes 
and stomping around om some- 
thing cold. But comes cold 
weather and this particular floor 
condition is not too desirable. 
There are two basic types of 
damp cold floors, wood: floors 
set only a few feet off the 
ground and concrete floors 
poured directly over the ground. 
If yours is a wood, floom the 
treatment here is first to keep 
the dampness from the ground 
from ever reaching the floor. . 
This is done by covering the 
ground directly under the floor 
with building paper. Lap each 
sheet of paper about four inches 
or so as this makes a pretty 
effective joint. If you wigh, the 
joints can be sealed with asphalt 
roofing cement but with a four 
inch lap this isn’t absolutely nec- 
essary. To make the floor warm, 
you need insulation and this 
should be applied on the under- 
side of the floor between the 
floor joists. Blanket or roll type 
insulation is excellent for this 
purpose. 

For a concrete floor the cure 
is somewhat different. The best 
thing here is to install 2 by 4 
inch or 2 by 2 inch sleepers over 
the floor and then apply a wood 
flooring over these. These sleep- 
ers can be fastened to the con- 
crete with a liquid mastic which 
saves the time of bolting them 
directly to the concrete. They 
should be spaced about 16 inches 
apart. After they are in place, 
subflooring or sheets of %-inch 
plywood can be nailed down

Starting New Career as Nurse at 46 


Bethena Casey Gave Up Two Easy Jobs to Take Up Training, Came Through With Flying Colors

T an age when many em- 
A pioyea women are weary of 

working and beginning to 
dream of retirement and a rock- 
ing chair, Bethena Casey has 
started out on a brand-new ca- 
reer. What's more, to get where 
she is today, she traded off two 
easy jobs, a congenial home and 
a full social life for three years 
of study and work and discipline 
that “made college seem like a 
snap.” 

Last month Miss Casey was 
graduated from Deaconess Hos- 
pital School of Nursing. At 46, 
she is 20 or more years older 
than most of her classmates, yet 
she maintained an A-minus grade 
average, was named to the honor 
roll two different years, was 
elected to class office and was 
awarded a $250 s€@holarship as 
the outstanding member of her 
graduating class. 


When she stepped from the 
platform with her diploma and 
cap, probably no one in the audi- 
ence was prouder than Sister 
Olivia Drusch, director of the 
school of nursing, who decided 
to toss aside tradition and take 


. @ chance on Miss Casey when 


she applied for admission three 
years ago. 

“The age limit for beginning 
training in hospitals throughout 
the cequntry is generally from 18 
to 35,” said Sister Olivia, “and 
many institutions won't accept 
them above the age of@30. Au- 
thorities feel that after a woman 
has been on her own for 10 years 
or so it’s harder for her to settle 
down to hospital routine. She 
has been independent and her

It may be thought that North 
had his nerve with him when he 
redoubled a contract for which 
he had only moderate support, 
but while the redouble was un- 
questi@nably bold, it was better 
than West's final pass. North 
could reasonably assume that 
South would turn up with at 
least as good hand as he held, 
and North’s spade queen and 
club ace, to say nothing of his 
singleton diamond, figured to 
make the battle very close. The 
redouble, then, had two pur- 
poses: it was based on “percent+ 
ages,” and it was designed to 
keep South from running to the 
suit that North felt he might 
run to, namely diamonds. Ob- 
viously, South could not have 
done any such running, but 
North had reason for fear. 

Just as percentages favored 
North’s course, so they mitigated 
strongly against West's leave-in 
of the redouble. In all likeli- 
hood the contract could not be 
set more than one trick. If it 
was set, East-West would collect 
400; if it was made, they would 
lose 870. The risk was dispro- 
portionate to the gain. 

Actually, the contract could 
have been set, but as further 
proof of the indiscretion of ac- 
cepting such a defensive propo- 
sition, the defense had to be 
pretty good, and it wasn’t.

an alcoholic gets drunk, a 

robber steals again and an 
unhappy man criticizes others. 

But why is it that an habitu- 
ally sober man may get drunk, 
a kind persen be cruel to an- 
other, and an otherwise de- 
voted husband be unfaithful to 
his wife? 

To answer these questions 
one must make a study of the 
ideals and the objects which 
move the will to action. There 
are two kinds of stimuli or 
excitants to action—one is 
called adequate, the other in- 
adequate. 

In the sensible order, the 
adequate stimulus of sight is 
color; the inadequate stimulus 
may be a red barn; the ade- 
quate stimulus of hearing is 
sound; the inadequate may be 
a policeman’s whistle; the ade- 
quate stimulus of curiosity is 
a strange object which excites 
wonder; an inadequate cbject 
may be a mink coat over bag- 
gy slacks. Such improper ob- 
jects delight or arouse us for 
the moment, but do not bring 
complete satisfaction or hap- 
piness.’

The only way they can be 
deterred is by placing before 
them adequate ideals which 
satisfy the whole personality 
and not a part of it. In the 
case of the otherwise sober 
man who gets drunk, there is 
here only momentary substitu- 
tion of a false ideal. Gener- 
ally, the unhappiness that he 
feels is enough to bring him 
back again to his senses and 
the pursuit of the highest 
ideals. 

If people only knew it, the 
emptiness and the void they 
feel after subscribing to false 
ideals is really the voice of 
God saying, “You are on the 
wrong road. Come back! I am 
the Way, the Truth and the 
Life.”
